TIME TO MAKE A FIGHT. 
Encroachments by the senate upon the 
prerogatives of the executive have become 
an old story, and now the house, perhaps 
encouraged by the senate’s success, seems 
inclined to try the same thing. 
It is under­ 
taking to limit the 
president’s 
authority 
over the army. 
It 
says 
to him that the 
money which it appropriates for the army 
shall not be used to pay more than a cer­ 
tain number of men outside the continental 
limits of the 
United 
States. 
This means 
that he must withdraw 14,100 American 
soldiers now stationed in Germany, China, 
Hawaii and the canal zone. 
President "Harding is trying to avoid a 
conflict with congress, but it is difficult to 
•ee how he can much longer dodge the is­ 
sue. 
It is his duty to defend the preroga­ 
tives of his office, and these are now being 
invaded so frequently and so boldly that, 
no matter how repugnant a row may be to 
him, it looks as if he will soon have to make 
a stand and really stick to it. Once or twice 
in the past he has taken up a position with 
a considerable show of determination, but 
invariably, when 
the 
pressure 
became 
heavy, he has retreated to another line of 
trenches further in the rear. 
Congression­ 
al audacity evidently thrives on this sort 
of thing, and the president's habit of yield­ 
ing is simply making more trouble for him. 
The retreat will have to stop soon. 
The president would probably prefer to 
make the issue with the house rather than 
.with the senate, and he now has an oppor­ 
tunity of doing this. 
It is the house that is 
undertaking to tell him what he shall do 
.with the army and it is the house that is 
trying to cripple the navy. 
Mr. Harding 
can resist successfully these attacks of the 
house if he can bring himself to the point 
of accepting the challenge; and there is 
some hope that he will do so since even in 
his own party he is now being criticised 
severely for not standing up for his rights 
and for the constitutional authority of his 
office. The Boston Transcrip has had some 
bitter things to say on this score, and even 
so faithful a follower as the New York 
Tribune now ventures to hint th at it is time 
for the president to dig in and refuse to re­ 
treat further. 


LLOYD GEORGE AND LENIN. 


The New York 
Times 
thinks that at 
Genoa Lenin will be the whole show 
pro­ 
vided there is any show at all. 
He will be 
unquestionably the most interesting figure 
on the Genoa stage, partly because he is 
evidently an extraordinarily able man, but 
mainly because he is a mystery and mys­ 
tery is always fascinatiing. 
But we do not 
share the Times’* view that throughout the 
conference Lloyd George will have to play 
second fiddle to the remarkable Russian. 
‘'Everything Lenin 
says,” 
remarks the 
Times, “will be on the front page. 
'T or 
once it looks as if the British premier’s in­ 
stinct for publicity had failed him.” 
For 
our part, formidable as 
the 
competition 
will be, we pin our faith to Lloyd George. 
So far as publicity goes, he has probably 
reached the point where he is not especial­ 
ly desirous of it unless it promotes the end 
toward* which he I* working. 
It will be a 
sight worth while when he goes into action 
in the presence of Lenin— when these two 
men, the most remarkable men in public 
life today, sit together. 
We doubt wheth­ 
er Lenin will have thing* all hi* own way. 
There are 
those 
who 
blame 
Lloyd 
George vehemently for consenting to sit 
down with the 
dictator 
of 
Russia. But 
something has to be done about Russia and 
all other practicable method* have been 
tried and have failed. 
There is no alterna­ 
tive to th" Lloyd George method except a 
do-noth 
"obey.

OBEYING ORDERS? 


Secretary of War Weeks has announced 
that all American 
troops 
will 
be with­ 
drawn 
from 
Germany by July I. 
Most 
Americans will approve of this decision 
but many of them will think it rather a 
pity that the decision was not announced 
earlier. 
Coming just when it does, it will 
give rise to certain conjectures. 
Thus it would have been better if the 
president had issued the withdrawal in­ 
structions to his secretary of war before he 
(the president) had received instructions 
from congress to withdraw the troop*. Con­ 
gress issued these instructions some days 
ago when it was announced that the house 
army appropriation bill would provide that 
the money should not be used to pay more 
than a certain number of men outside the 
continental limits of the United States. This 
was just another way of saying that the 
troops in Germany must be withdrawn and, 
of course, the house had no right under the 
sun to say such a thing to the president. It 
wa* flagrant interference with the presi­ 
dent’s authority over the army, an attempt 
to dictate to him 
what 
he 
should do or 
should not do with the army. 
It is quite likely that the Rhine troops 
would have been withdrawn in any event 
this summer and it i* unfortunate that the 
definite decision to withdraw’ them was not 
made known weeks ago. 
As it is, the pres­ 
ident has the appearance of submitting to 
the dictation of the house, and the danger­ 
ous tendency, now so plainly manifest in 
congress, to encroach more and more upon 
the prerogatives of the president will re­ 
ceive new* 
encouragement. 
For 
another 
reason also the withdrawal decision seems 
to have 
been 
unfortunately 
timed. 
It 
comes in the midst of the unfavorable re­ 
action caused by Secretary Hughes’s Rhine 
payment note and it will deepen the im­ 
pression m ade abroad 
by 
that 
note— 
namely, that this country is definitely sev­ 
ering one by one the bond* of comradeship 
and cooperation with Europe.
